RE CONSTITUTION OF THE INDIAN NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR 
COOPERATION WITH UNESCO (INCCU) 


No.F.22-2/2001-INC: Being a member of the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization (UNESCO), a specialized agency of the United 
Nations, since its inception in 1946, the Government of India established an interim 
Indian National Commission for Cooperation with UNESCO (hereinafter referred to 
as the Commission) in 1949 which was replaced by a permanent Commission in 
1951. Since then it has been reconstituted from time to time. 

2. In accordance with the provisions of Government of India Resolution No. 13- 
5/80-INC dated November 24, 1981 as amended vide Resolution No. 13-1/88-INC 
dated 17.11.1988 and Notification No. 5-37/98-INC dated 3 rd April, 2001, the 
Commission is reconstituted as under:- 

3. 

A. Office bearers: 

(a) The Minister of Human Resource Development shall be the President of 
the Commission. He/She shall preside over the meetings of the 
Commission. 

(b) India’s designated member on the Executive Board of UNESCO and 
Permanent Representative of India to UNESCO will be permanent invitees 
to the meetings of the Commission. India’s designated member on 
Executive Board of UNESCO shall chair the meetings of the Commission 
in the absence of the President of the Commission. In the absence of both 
the President and India’s designated member on the Executive Board, the 
Commission shall elect a Chairman from among the members present to 
preside over each meeting; 

(c) The Secretary to the Government of India in the Department of Higher 
Education, Ministry of Human Resource Development shall be the 
Secretary General of the Commission and shall remain in over-all charge 
of the work of the Commission; 

(d) The Joint Secretary dealing with United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization (UNESCO) in the Department of Higher Education 
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shall be the Deputy Secretary - General of the Commission and shall in 
the absence of Secretary-General, act as over all in-charge of the work of 
the Commission; 

(e) The Ministry of Human Resource Development has nominated Director/ 
Deputy Secretary (INC) to be the Secretary of the Commission. The 
Secretary shall prepare the agenda for its meetings and attend to the day- 
to-day work connected with the affairs of the Commission.

4. Committees: 

The President may also appoint committees of the Commission for such 
special purposes as may be considered necessary. The Composition, terms of 
reference, terms of office and other details about such committees shall be 
prescribed by the President separately in each case. 

5. Functions: 

The Commission has the following functions: 

a) To promote understanding of the objects and purposes of UNESCO 
among the people of the Republic of India; 

b) To serve as a liaison agency between the Government of India and the 
institutions concerned with the working for the advancement of education, 
science, culture and communication; 

c) To co-operate with the Government departments and with services, 
organizations and institutions concerned with questions within UNESCO’s 
competence; 
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d) To encourage participation of national, governmental and non¬ 
governmental institutions and various individuals in the formulations and 
execution of UNESCO’s programmes so as to secure for UNESCO all the 
intellectual, scientific, artistic, or administrative assistance that it may 
require; 

e) To collaborate with the National Commissions of Asia and the Pacific and 
with UNESCO’s Regional Offices and centers in fostering regional, sub¬ 
regional and bilateral co-operation in education, the sciences, culture and 
communication, particularly through the joint formulation and execution of 
programmes; 

f) To disseminate information on the objectives, programme and activities of 
UNESCO and endeavor to nurture public interest in these; and 

g) To advise the Government of India on matters relating to UNESCO. 

6. The term of office of the individual Members shall be four years. It shall, 
however, be open to the Government of India to dissolve and reconstitute the 
Commission earlier than four years or to extend the term of individual members until 
the reconstitution of the Commission on the expiry of the four year term. 


7. The term of office of the institutional Members shall be four years, unless the 
Commission is dissolved or reconstituted by the Government earlier than the 
completion of four years term or the term is extended pending reconstitution of the 
Commission. 


8. Each institutional member shall have the right to send a representative to the 
meetings of the Commission or the Sub-Commission as the case may be. Such 
representative shall participate in discussions and shall also have the right to vote. 

9. The President may direct the co-option of additional members to the 
Commission for any specialized purpose or to invite specialists for any meeting of 
the Commission or its Committees. 

10. Each Sub-Commission shall elect its own Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
Rapporteur who shall hold office for a period of one year. 

11. Vacancies of individual members arising due to the death, continued illness, 
resignation or otherwise shall be filled for the unexpired portion of the term only. 

12. Meetings: Each sub-Commission and the Commission shall meet as often 
as necessary. 

13 Traveling Allowance and Daily Allowance: 

The expenditure on the traveling allowance and daily allowance of individual 
members of the Commission who are not working with any Government, 
Ministry/Department/Quasi-Governmental Organization/ autonomous organization 
sponsored or established by any Ministry/Department of the Government of India will 
be met out of the funds of the Indian National Commission for Cooperation with 
UNESCO. For all other individual and institutional members, the expenditure on 
their T.A and D.A will be met by the Ministry/Department/Organization to which, they 
are attached. 
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14. The Secretariat and funds for the activities of the Commission shall be provided by the Department of 
Higher Education. 


ORDER 

Ordered that the amendment be communicated to all the individual and institutional members of the Indian 
National Commission for Cooperation with UNESCO (INCCU), President's Secretariat, prime Minister's 
Office, Lok Sabha Secretariat, Rajya Sabha Secretariat, Planning Commission, all Ministries and Departments 
of the government of India and all the State Govemmentrs, Union Territories etc. 

Ordered also that the Notification be published in the Gazette of India for general information.
